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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application In condition for allowance because: The arguments concerning the ohmic resistance 
measurement have already been addressed in the previous office action on pages 8 and 9. Further clarification will, however, be provided 
concerning the applicant's arguments. As noted before, the ohmic and chemical resistance are implicitly Included with the battery's 
internal resistance, and therefore, the claim language is met by the reference. Furthermore, with regard to claims 1 and 27, the 
description of Fig. 8 of Kawakami concerning the overcharge protection can be found at col 32 In 12-26. Additionally, concerning claim 2, 
there is no specific limit for the sizs of the overvoltage value according to the claim language, and even if there was, that would not 
necessarily make the claim allowable over Kawakami in view of Eguchi. With regard to claim 5, the open circuit voltage eventually reaches 
Vmax during constant voltage charging, which means that Voc and Vmax are approximately equal, and therefore, the constant voltage 
would be "equal" to the instantaneous open circuit voltage (also noted in Fig. 9). With regard to claim 8, please note that col 9 In 35-38 
refer to Fig. 4A and 4B. With regard to claim 10, the rate can be deduced from the current versus time graph cited. With regard to claim
